our Town Council 


In the light of the upcom- 
ing election of mayor and 
councillors it may be of 
interest to review the sums 
paid to them for their ser- 
vice, 

On April 8, Coun, Thrond- 
son presented a circular on 
council renumeration as re- 
commended by the Admini- 
stration Committee at their 
meeting of March 18, 1974. 
Coun, Throndson moved that 
the Mayor’s remuneration 
be $12,000 per annum salary 
with one-third or $4,000 
deemed to be for expenses, 
No allowance has been given 
for attendance at meetings. 
Entertainment and extra- 
neous expenses are reim- 
bursed on presentation of 
receipts, Transportation ex- 
penses are reimbursed for 
journeys outside a 20-mile 
radius of St, Albert and re- 
turn, the vehicle allowance 
is computed at 15¢ per mile 
from and return to St, Al- 
bert. 

Coun, Lukay amended the 
resolution by requiring re- 
ceipts for entertainment: and 
extraneous expenses only for 
those in excess of $10, and 
the amendment carried with

After, such 
pressure is applied over a 
long period, the young ath- 
lete cannot help but adopt as 
part of her own attitude this 
largely-externally imposed 
desire to ‘‘win at all costs, ** 
“In this type of situation, 
the youngster gets “‘psyched 
up** to the point where her 
common-sense is abandoned 
and she even goes So far as 
to disregard the most im- 
portant of human survival 
mechanism - the feeling of 
physical exhaustion, 

“T suspect that Angelawas 
beyond the point of thinking 
rationally during all of the 
last five hours of her mara- 
thon when her coach had to 
prod her onward continually. 
The coach’s remarks im- 
plied that the girl should 
have been allowed to decide 
whether to swim on or stop 
but this is nonsense - con- 
sidering her disoriented 
condition,

WHAT ABOUT 
THE ENERGY? 

With all the talk about 
saving energy, major app- 
liance companies have taken 
care to produce equipment 
that works well using the 
smallest amounts of energy 
possible, The dishwasher 
uses approximately 14,200 
B,T.V.’s_ per load, This 
really isn’t too bad when you 
consider that energy is still 
being spent when you wash 
dishes by hand, Ifyou are the 
type that keeps the rinse 
water running all the time 
you wash, then you are pour- 
ing away about 12,800 BTV’s 
to wash 10 sets of place sett- 
ings! REMEMBER it takes 
energy to heat up the water - 
if the faucet is allowed to 
flow freely the balance of 
energy could well tip in favor 
of the dishwasher, 

ENERGY SAVING TIPS 

Some dishwashers are 
more efficient than others, 
but whatever your choice, 
consider these energy sav- 
ing tips: 

1, Scrape food residue 
from dishes before loading, 
Do any rinsing in the sink 
with cold water, Avoid un- 
necessary use of adishwash- 
ers rinse/hold feature,

2. Try using ‘‘short’’ or

The May 1974 issue of 
Consumer Reports contains 
a report on under counter 
electric dishwashers, There 
were three models that were 
rated unacceptable because 
of a potentially dangerous 
design. Two Frigidaire mo- 
dels and the Wards Signa- 
ture 942 all lacked good 
safety locks on the door. 

These locks can be eas- 
ily opened accidentally al- 
lowing the machine to con- 
tinue running with the doors 
open, Hot soapy water would 
then be sprayed out of the 
machine at a level where a 
child passing by could be 
injured,

In wet soils, the polysac- 
charide-clay complexes 
form very large open net-_ 
works, with water inthe spa~- 
ces, As they dry, the com- 
plexes contract and allow 
more contact between the 
clay particles and polysacc- 
haride molecules, thus for- 
ming more stable aggregates 
The soil aggregates are the 
basis of good tilth, 

These soil aggregates are 
quite stable. However, the 
polysaccharide part is bio- 
degradable and, as a result, 


good tilth is not everlasting. 
Consequently, to maintain a 
good soil structure, the sup- 
ply of polysaccharides must 
be replenished by the con- 
tinued addition of plant resi- 
dues or manure, 

It is tronic that manure, 
especially from  feedlots, 
does not always appear tobe 
worth the effort of spreading 
it to the land, Unfortunately, 
this evaluation of manure is 
based only on its content of 
plant nutrients and these are 
cheaper in the form of chem- 
ical Mrtilizer, What are nee- 
ded are reliable estimates of 
the value of plant wastes 
and manure inthe soil struc- 
ture-forming process.

THISTLE 


They are reported as 
weeds of economic concern 
in all districts of Alberta, 
growing in cultivated fields 
pastures, hay fields, lawns, 
gardens, rights-of-way, 
parks, forests and waste~ 
land, These weeds are so 
familiar that no description 
is required to aid in their 
recognition, They grow very 
vigorously, have extensive 
underground root systems 
and produce many seeds 
which are widely scattered 
so these weeds are very diff- 
icult to control, 

Even quite minor infesta- 
,tions will cause serious crop 
yleld reduction, 

Control involves a close 
study of the life system of the 
thistle and treating at the 
weakest point in that sys- 
tem, During the early part 


of the year thistles draw 
from food stored in the root 
system to produce top growth 
and once this top growth 
develops it begins to replace 
food in the root, If the top 
growth can be prevented 
from developing no seeds 
will be produced to aid in 
dispersal and the root will 
gradually be starved, Devel- 
opment of top growth may be 
prevented by mowing, culti- 
vation or chemical spraying. 
Continued vigilance is nec- 
essary to prevent reinfesta~ 
tion,

The program seems to be 
working fairly well but there 
have been some complaints 
from both the farmers and 
their hired help, 

The major complaint of the 
farmer has been that the hand 
doesn’t know anything, Far- 
mers have encountered sit- 
uations in which help have 
worked for a couple of days

Extraction Proposal 


Twin Bridges Gravel Ltd,, 
presented a proposal for 
gravel extraction at SW, 
16-54-26 in the Villeneuve 
area at the M.D, of Sturgeon 
meeting on August 29, Also 
present at the meeting was 
Cameron McKay represent- 
ing residents in the area of 
the proposed gravel opera- 
tion who were opposed tothe 
project, 

“The objection § of the 
people I represent is quite 
simple,’’ said Mr. McKay, 
‘they do not wish to live by 
a gravel pit, Their reasons 
for that are based on past 
experience, Withthe persons 
living to the north of them, 
they have experienced the 
following difficulties: first 
of all are the huge and un- 
sightly stockpiles; secondly 
the constant noise, the third 
thing is the lowering of water 
tables,’’ 

Mr. McKay also pointed 
out the ecological damage 
produced by gravel extrac- 
tion and the damage and 
noise caused by truck traff- 
ic on the Villeneuve Road, 

‘Tt seems to me that the 
question here is that many 
councils are experiencing, 
particularly anybody adja-

cent to the City of Edmon- 
ton, conflict between indivi- 
dual rights of these land 
owners who went into an 
area in which the general 
plan shows country residen- 
tial, Suddenly they find an 
area being essentially used 
for agriculture (gravel ex- 
traction is considered agri- 
cultural use), [think whether 
agriculture includes gravel 
pits as a permitted use for 
all intents and purposes I 
think we must accept that 
this is industrial use,"’ 

“I have two points,’’ Mr. 
McKay stated, ‘‘one is that 
putting this plant in here is 
contrary to the submissions 
made in the general plan and 
the second one is that I am 
not satisfied we have suffi- 
cient information on which 
the council can make a de- 
cision like the one they have 
to make,’’ 

Using Section 3 of the 
Planning Act, Mr. McKay 
went on to enlarge on his 
question as to whether or 
not a gravel operation would 
promote orderly and econo- 


mical development without 
infringing on the rights of» 
individuals, In his opinion, 
the gravel operation did not 
seem to conform to this, 

Mr, McKay also pointed 
out that high quality soils 
are to be retained for agri- 
cultural use, He stated that 
the soils in the area of the 
proposed gravel operation 
were of categories 1 and 2, 

Calling to mind the needs 
of the MD of Sturgeon for 
gravel and the needs of the 
City of Edmonton, Mr, Mc- 
Kay asked if the council 
would be considering the 
needs of the City of Edmon- 
ton, Mr. McKay also asked 
if the project would only in- 
volve this gravel operation 
or if it would consist of 
more, perhaps even an on 
going extraction of all the 
gravel deposits in the area, 

In response to the points 
brought out by Mr. McKay, 
Mr. Flynn stated that these 
points were not new to the 
council and would be consid- 
ered when the time came to 
make a decision.
